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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

"Spreading our Eagle Wings" describes the accomplishments of Brookdale Elementary
School. We are especially proud to share that the Brookdale family is progressing both
individually and collectively. Parents, students, faculty, and community members work
collaboratively to ensure all-around success for our students. We have a school
population of 291 students with 89% eligible for free or reduced-priced lunch. We are a
Title I school with approximately 60.8% of our students scoring Basic or Above in English
Language Arts and 59.7% scoring basic or above in Mathematics on the 2003-2004
Palmetto Achievement Challenge Test.

The faculty and staff at Brookdale Elementary School view professional development as
the core of sustained academic success. We maintain a yearly commitment to the
development of our own professional growth, which allows us to positively affect the lives
of our students. "Teachers as curriculum writers" has been our academic focus for the
past two years. Teachers develop and implement classroom curricula through the use of
curriculum maps. Maps have been revised on all grade levels and related arts teachers
have developed special area curriculums that integrate with regular classroom instruction.
Our students also benefit from an array of computer assisted instruction which includes
the Waterford Early Reading Program, Riverdeep Math, Lightspan (21st Century Grant
Program), Academy of Reading, Accelerated Reading, Accelerated Math, and Essential
Skills.

Brookdale Elementary students have been recognized by the Writing Improvement
Network (WIN), an affiliate of the State Department of Education, with the Exemplary
Writing School Award. This award recognizes Brookdale as having a noteworthy,
school-wide writing program that cultivates excellence in writing. Brookdale will be
recognized the Exemplary Writing Status for the next three years.

A new feature at Brookdale is our state-of-the art Parenting Center. Parents/Guardians
are invited to enhance their reading, writing, and parenting skills through the use of
resources located in the center. In an effort to extend resources into the home of our
students, parents have the opportunity to check out Take-Home Curricular Totes for their
children.

Parents, grandparents, business and community members support school activities with
high attendance and participation such as Back-to-School Bash, Grandparent's Day, Mr.
and Miss Brookdale, Waterford Parent Meetings, Caroling Around the Community, Field
Day, May Day, and PTO meetings.
